Had they pu rposely set ou t to do so, the 
grou p backing the late st su ggested tax pro­ 
g r a m for N e b ra sk a cou ld probably have 
done no m or e to destroy the broadened tax 
principle than they h ave done with that 
p rog ra m . P rob a b ly m or e things a re wrong 
with this latest c ra z e than has been the 
r a s e in any recent su ggestions. 
What N e b ra sk a 
needs 
i.s 
a 
broadened 
and equ al lax base and thi.s does little of 
either. R a t h e r 
t h a n 
broadening, it m erely 
su bstitu tes and ra th e r 
th a n equ ality, it offers 
inequ ity. The p r og r a m 
calls for elimination of the ta x on intangi- 
ble.s. the virtu al elimination of taxes on p e r ­ 
sonal p roperty (both for all governm ental 
su bdivisions of the state» and the complete 
re m ova l of the state from the property tax 
field. To begin with, no eIe« dion wou ld nec­ 
essarily be needed to accomplish this. 
It 
cou ld be done by the Legislatu re if the 
liCgislatu re had the gu ts to do it, 
The Idea of a v ote of the people on this 
question of tax ation is a weak dodge on the 
part of spineless 
public 
officials 
unless 
there is som e specific reason that such a 
x ote is needed, I ’nder present conditions, 
the only such specific need could be to 
giv e the state a combination property , sales 
and income tax base. 
This need stem s from the fa^d that the 
constitu tion presently 
prohibits 
the

from levying a property tax if cMther a 
sales and or income tax is adopted. 
The 
elimination of this prohibition i-. therefore, 
the only honest and deserving reason for 
holding an election on the su bjeet and this 
la test p r og r a m wou ld not eliminate the pro­ 
hibition, bu t ra th e r, wou ld perpetu ate it.

A pu blic official who says that he wants 
to protect the people’.s right and let th em 
vote on the tax qu estion is m erely passing 
ou t high-sou nding platitu des which hold no 
w a t e r in the light of ou r accepted and e s­ 
tablished 
form of go\ ernm ent. 
A pu blic 
official shou ld be elected to office to do those 
things for the people w’hich the people t h e m ­ 
selves h ave neither the tim e nor knowledge 
to do for themselves. Taxation is one su ch 
thing or a r e a which fits this principle of 
pu blic responsibility to a lee. 
The voters shou ld not be consu lted throu gh 
an election 
on 
everything 
that 
comes 
along ju st becau se som ething of a contro­ 
versial na tu re is involved. Ordinarily the 
voters shou ld be con.su lted throu gh an elec­ 
tion only when existing laws over which 
the pu biic official has no control fu nction 
in su ch a way as to prohibit the official 
from c a rrying ou t what he believes is his 
du ty. It is then the du ty of the pu blic offi­ 
cial to seek an elective ch ang e in the law. 
But this, ev en, does not m ean that the 
change sought should he in the nature of 
an entire program. It should, rather, be a 
change to prov ide the public official with 
the framework in which he feels he can 
effectiv ely and efficiently operate. If we 
want anarchy , which Nebraska seem s to bor­ 
der on at tim es any way , then let us eon-

tiniie this endless march hack to the v oters 
es ery time we want an answer to some prob­ 
lem . Let IIS do awa> with the legislativ e 
side of gosernm ent and be done with it. 
This is the precise natu re of the p r og r a m 
advanced this week by a grou p of f la t e

It is evidence of the fact that 
th ey fail to u nderstand their responsibili­ 
ties and fail either to u nderstand or a p p r e ­ 
ciate the logic of di.-tinctions within ou r 
form of government 
If not, they wou ld not

Clark, a television disc jockey, who is 
repu ted to have m ore gravitational pu ll on 
you ng fry than the su n itself, m a y or m a y 
not have been adding sizably to his income 
by boosting songs from record com panies 
in which he has an interest. This, the Con­ 
gressional com m ittee m e a ns to find ou t. 
It will be interesting to watch how you ng 
Mr. Clark condu cts himself u nder the gril­ 
ling of the com m ittee, w hether his m agic 
personality converts elderly and stiff jointed 
c ong re ssm e n into Rock and Roll cats, or 
w hether the com m ittee is able to hold itself 
in well enou gh to find him gu ilty of m aking 
m oney hand over fist. Bu t this m u ch is evi­ 
dent. Before the pu blic passes ju dgm ent, 


there .shou ld be a c le a re r definition of c om ­ 
m ercial right and wrong. Ou tright bribery, 
as has been indicated in some cases of 
payola, is wrong.

What of 
the popu lar or influ ential pu blic figu re who 
lor pay endorses a food produ ct or som e 
other commodity? 
One can ask, where is the proper dividing

venality? 
Back Again To The Fact 


Senator Eilender, c h a ir m a n of the Senate 
A gricu ltu ral Com m ittee, is hopefu l of victory 
for the w'heat m e a s u r e which wou ld redu ce 
the allotted a c re a g e 20 p e r cent, bu t c om ­ 
p ensate for the produ ction loss by handing 
b a c k to the produ cer a p rop e r a m ou nt of 
federal stored su rplu s. 
The pre se nt national w heat a c r e a g e is 5.5 
million. 
Senator E ilender wou ld take 
11 
million of it ou t of produ ction for the new 
crop. 
As a stopgap m e a s u r e the plan has some 
m erit, albeit it is no su bstitu te for a long 
r a ng e re m e dy, and is too limited in its 
scope to compose the basis for a fa rm pro­ 
g r a m . Its chief virtu es a re two. It wou ld 
redu ce the wheat growers activity while 
protecting their income. It wou ld cau se the 
national su rplu s to shrink. Su ch a feat wou ld 
c le a r the way for a new fa rm p rog ra m 
which will arrive with the change of na ­ 
tional adm inistration irrespective of which 
p a rty will su cceed the E isenhow er adm ini­ 
stration. F or this m u ch is basic in the agri- 
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cu ltu ral price pictu re; so long as su rplu ses 
hang heavily over 
the 
m arket, 
no 
free 
m arket or adm inistered m a r k e t can work 
normally. 
Bu t the schem e mainly illu strates the de­ 
feat of S ecretary Henson’s farm r e m e dy 
by falling price su pports. A realist will say 
to himself that had the adm inistration c u r­ 
tailed produ ction while su pporting price at 
a high enou gh level to save the produ cer 
from destru ction, a su bstantial portion of 
the present su rplu s wou ld not now exist. 
Now to hand that cu ltivated su rplu s back 
to the produ cer in lieu of money is ju st 
a nother way of reaffirming the validity of 
high price su pports. The main difference is 
that they were deferred 
In te rm s of economics it was greatly 
m ore costly becau se now added to the cost 
of the lower su pports wou ld be the cost of 
storing, financing and moving the su rplu s. 
.According to Secretary Benson the a g ri­ 
cu ltu re de p a rtm e nt has nearly $3.4 billion 
tied u p in 1.4 billion bu shels of su rplu s T h at 
am ou nts to $2.43 a bu shel. It wou ld have 
been c h eap er and m ore wholesome to have 
prevented the excess produ ction if the past 
price su pports had been anything less than 
$2 43 a bu shel."
